the Po to mac in Mo ntgo mery co un­ 
ty, 18 miles 
fro m 
Washingto n 
City. 
Many test pits have already 
been sunk 40 feet and disclo se rich 
veins o f go ld 
in ro tten quartz, 
which the assay pro ves o f very high 
grade. 
Fo r six mo nths Dr. Kemp- 
ster’s partner to the secret has 
been o perating the tests pits and 
taking o ut large quantities o f o re, 
which is no w awaiting crushers. 
And to preserve the seciet, and 
purchase at fair rates adjo ining 
pro perty, a lo rce o f negro es has 
been emplo yed and no t allo wed to 
leave the premises, pro visio ns be­ 
ing bro ught to them. 
Dr. Kemp­ 
ster exhibited a bo ttle o f fresh 
nuggets o f go ld 
taken fro m the 
mine. 
Senato r Sawyer has o ffered 
to put big mo ney in the find, and 
the two , with the senato r’s family, 
left fo r Washingto n to day. 
The 
do cto r declares it is no ignis fatnus, 
but a living reality. 
There are 
millio ns in it, aud he is greatly ex­ 
cited o ver the matter. 
The mining 
wo rk has been in pro gress since 
last May, and samples o f the o re 
have been sent to the mint at 
Philadelphia, whert 
thev 
were 
pro no unced high grade. 
The mine 
is a fissure abo ut three quarters o f 
a mile lo ng, and shafts have been 
sunk every 60 feet, so me o f them 
50 feet deep. 
The veins is said to 
be wider and richer as the shaft 
increases in depth. 
Dr. Kempster 
perso nally washed o ut with a skillet 
nuggets o f pure go ld as large as 
cherries.

Electric Lights. 
E dito r s D is p at c h : 
All are agreed that the streets in the 
bufiiuess portion of our city tught to be 
lighted. How, by whom, m<l at what 
ex pense shall this be done! These are 
questions that ought to be answered, not 
hastily , hut after a thorough inv estiga­ 
tion of the whole subject. Thia matter 
should be disposed of upon business and 
economic principles. It re*s with the 
city council to say, ultimately , what shall 
be done; but they ought no t to loose 
sight of the fact that the wiabes of their 
constituents—the people---shoul1 be, at 
least, considered, if not acted upon. 
if o ur aldermen fail to do their duty in 
thia respect, and igno re and repudiate the 
demands o f the peo ple, they beco me mis- 
representatives, and o ught, in turn, to be 
repudicated and their acts igno red. When 
a threatened danger is po inted o ut to this 
ho no rable bo dy o f men, each sho uld act 
upo n his o wn ho nest co nvictio ns o f right 
and dare to do the right. And we believe 
that o ur city co uncil is made up o f men 
who , when they rightly understand the 
questio n under co nsideratio n, will no t go 
very far astray. 
We do no t believe that 
these ho no rable gentlemen have so much 
o f lo ve and admiratio n fo r any o ne mnn 
that, as, against the wishes and earnest 
pro tests o f the peo ple, the}-can be Jed 
into do ing the city an Irreparable wro ng. 
Neither do we believe ’hat they will lo o k 
upo n us as a “ crank” o r a “ kicker,” as 
will tho se who se co rns we may happen to 
tread upo n, because we take the liberty 
o f trying to po int o ut to them wherein 
the danger lies in co nnectio n with the 
lighting o f the streets o t o ur city. It is 
fo r this purpo se alo ne that we write this 
letter. 
We do n’t liko to see the co uncil 
make so grave a mistake as to pile upo n 
this city an o nero us debt fo r lights when 
it can be avo ided. 
We can have ail the 
lights we may wish fo r at leas than o ne 
half the price asked fo r the present plant 
o f electric lights. If this is true, o ught 
no t the saving to be made? Is it right to 
pay do uble what Lghu can be pro duced 
fo r, simply to please the fancy, o r whim, 
o r caprice o f a few interested parties? 
Lo o k at the co ntract w hich was attempted 
to be wo rked liiro agh the co uncil at its 
last sessio n. It was eno ugh to make an 
ho nest man blush with shame to even 
listen to it. One hundred and fo rty-fo ur 
do llars per light— seven tho usand two 
hundred do llars fo r fifty lighla--per 
year? Is there no danger when men dare 
to even appro ach the co uncil with such a 
mo nstro us pio po sitio o ? 
Think o f it! 
Ho w much wo uld this amo unt to to r the 
twenty years franchise’ Only $ 144.000. 
Then add to this the co st o f fifty mo re 
lights fo r the same time, and we have 
a to tal o f o ver $ 250,000,--a co o l quarter 
o f a millio n--fo r illuminating the streets 
o f the city fo r twenty years! Is there no 
danger? 
And o ught no t the co uncil 
to mo ve cautio usly 
in 
this matter? 
Happilv 
fo r the interest* o f o ur city 
they have no t, as yet, been burned, and 
the peo ple are to be co ngratulated. The 
co ast is clear, and we are asfe. But it is 
said the lights have been put in and 
o ught to be paid fo r. Who asked to have 
them put in? Did the peo ple? Certainly 
no t. Then wbv sho uld we pay fo r them? 
They can be taken o ut and no bo dy will 
be displeased. 
It Is far better that they 
sho uld be than that this city o e co mpet­ 
ed to pay the price asked fo r them. We 
are in receipt o f a letter fro m a party in 
Minneapo lis in which, in speaktng o f 
electric lights, he says, “ in their present 
imperfect state electric lights are dear si 
any price upo n a lo ng co ntract They are 
in their infancy, and great impro vements 
must fo llo w." 
What then will be the 
co nditio n o f things if the city co ntracts 
fo r the present plant, when tne impro v­ 
ed lights are bro ught fo rward? We can’t 
have the impro ved but must use the 
lights we agreed to take, 
bpeaking o f 
this subject the Minneapo lis Star-New« 
says: “ But ho wever this may be, the 
mayo r is right m saying that it wo uld 
be fo o lish fo r the city to tuvest any 
mo ney at present in an illuminating 
P 
fant. 
Experiments are no w go ing o n in 
ittsburg which premise to demo nstrate 
that a go o d fuel gas can 1« made fro m 
co al at a co st o f fro m two to fo ur cents 
per 1000 feet, and that in the pro cess o f 
manufacture eno ugh waste beat can be 
utilized to pro duce sufficient electricity 
to light the entire city. If these experi­ 
ments pro ve successful, as they bid fair 
to , a city co uld be entirely heated and 
lighted, and eno ugh heat supplied fo r 
all co o king o peratio ns, at a less co st than 
wo ukl n**w be required fo r ilhiminatio n 
alo ne. 
If the city is to inTCit any mo ney 
it sho uld wa:t far the o utc me o f these 
experim« nls and the perfectio n o f im­ 
pro ved pro cesses m electric lightning 
that are no w under way.” This reaso n 
alo ne sho uld keep the co uncil fro m mak­ 
ing any co ntract whatever fo r the pres- 
ent plant o f lights o n king time. We arc 
no t the o nly city that is being agitated 
o ver this questio n. 
Chicago . Detro it, 
Minneapo lis and o ther cities have been 
discussing the matter, and have reached 
a so lutio n o f it. In Minneapo lis where 
o ne hundred and fifty do llars per light 
have been paid, it is fo und to be exo rbi­ 
tant. The Jo urnal o f that city says: “It 
is a questio n which invo lve« all the co n­ 
sideratio ns o f 
eco no my fo r years to 
co me;” and savs that the co st can be re­ 
duced o ne-half. 
The dispatches fro m 
Detro it, Mich., info rm us that “ that city 
hss fo r years been in the grasp o f an 
electric mo no po ly. 
It jumped at o nce 
into the grasp o f high price lighting.” 
And we are to ki that pro per pro ceedings 
have been taken by the city co uncil, and 
no w the city is lighted fo r o ne-half the 
fo rmer co st. In Chicago an electric light 
plant is being run at a co st o f $ 50 per 
light per year, o r fo urteen cents per 
night per light. 
Why and ho w was this 
bro ught abo ut? 
Simply because they 
fo und o ut they were being “ro asted” by 
the electric light co mpanies, and an in­ 
vestigatio n fo llo wed which resulted in 
thf cities putting in its o wn lights. 
In 
all these cities it will no t be lo ng befo re 
the streets will be lighted by plants o wn­ 
ed by the cities themselves, at a saving 
o f many tho usand* o f do llars. 
NV ill tho 
City o f Brainerd “go and do likewise,” 
o r will it madly rush into the hungry, 
greedy grasp o f a mo no po list? 
Let the 
city wait until next spring and then take 
the two hundred ho rse po wer at the dam, 
put in its o wn electric light plant and 
make its o wn light. If lights can be pro ­ 
duced fo r $ 50 in Minneapo lis they can be 
here, and the citv « ill be saved the neat 
little sum o f $ 4,f00 per year. 
Will the 
co uncil do its duty? We believe it will.

Tne law which requires that “ physiol­ 
ogy and hygiene, with special reference 
to the effects of stimulants and narcotics 
upon the human system,” shall be taught 
lit our schools, goes into effect January 
1st. 
Whether the school-room G the 
proper place to teach temperance or not 
is, with uic, a question. 
It strikes me 
that the best place to instruct the young 
in temperance ethics is the home, the 
best teacher the parent, and the best 
text-book the sober, temperate life of the 
parent. 
Bui the law requires that such 
instructions shall be given in the schools, 
and, if any good to the yonng can be se­ 
cured thereby, 1 trust that teachers and 
achool officers w ill do their duty in-the 
premises. 
The question arises, what 
books shall be used! To this there is, in 
this state, under the recent rulings of the 
attorney general, out one answer 
He 
has decided that those books which were 
rccommeudcd by the state commissioners 
are to be used. 
Complying with the re­ 
quirements of the law, arrangincols have 
therefore been inode with the county 
agent, H. J. Spencer A Co., to keep these 
books on sale. 
1 presume the only book 
that will be ueedcd at present, in the 
country schools of this county, is the first 
of the series, namely.—“ Sm ith’s Printer 
of Physiology aud Hygiene," which can 
be had at the above agency.

SHOl'LI) BE CHANGED. 
The government reservoirs on 
the upper Mississippi were closed 
the first of the month, and last 
week the water in tlie river at this 
place fell very rapidly, and is now, 
apparently, lower than ever before. 
When none of the water powers 
north of Minneapolis were improv­ 
ed, there was little interest taken 
by our people iu the way the gov­ 
ernment engineer controlled the 
flow of the water in the Mississippi 
but now that manufacturing inter* 
csts are soon to be effected by the 
volume of water in the river, it is 
certainly wise to begin agitating 
the subject of getting a more fa­ 
vorable control of the government 
reservoirs. 
A united effort of the 
people of the cities along the Miss- 
isssippi north of Minneapolis, will 
result in changing the policy of 
the men who control these reser­ 
voirs. 
If the reservoirs continue 
to he changed exclusively 111 the 
interests of a few steamboat men 
who run boats below St. Paul, the 
cities of St. Cloud, Little Falls and 
Brainerd will suffer greatly; but if 
the management could be so chang­ 
ed that the water supply would be 
kept at nearly the same volume the 
whole year, it would be of valua­ 
ble advantage to the cities above 
named. 
This matter should not 
be delayed until the water is need­ 
ed, but united action must be tak ­ 
en at once to get the government 
reservoirs in the hands of officials 
wtjo 
appreciate the rights and 
needs of tlie interests along the 
upper

It is far better that they 
should be than that this city oe compell­ 
ed to pay the price asked for them. 
We 
are in receipt of a letter from a party in 
j Minneapolis in which, in speaking ot 
electric lights, he says, “ in their present 
imperfect state electric lights are dear at 
any price upon a lone contract. They nre 
in their infancy, and great improvement* 
must follow.” 
What then will be the 
condition of things if tbe city contract* 
for the present plant, when tne improv­ 
ed lights are brought forward? We can’t 
have the improved hilt must use the 
lights we agreed to take, 
bpeakine of 
this subject the Minneapolis Star-New# 
says: “ But however thia may be, the 
mayor is right tn saying that it would 
be foolish for tbe city to luvest any 
money at present tn an illuminating 
plant. Experiments are now going on la 
Pittsburg which premise to demonstrate 
that a good fuel gas can be made from 
coal at a cost of from two to four cents 
per 1000 feet, and that in the process of 
manufacture enough waste heat can be 
utilized to produce sufficient electricity 
to light the entire city. If these experi­ 
ments proye successful, as they bid fair 
to, a city could be entirely heated and 
lighted, and enough heat supplied for 
all cooking operations, at a less cost than 
would nf*w be required for illumination 
alone. 
If the city is to invest any money 
it should wait for the outC' me of these 
experim< nts and the perfection of im­ 
proved processes in tleclnc lightning 
that are now under way.” 
I bis reason 
alone should keep the council from mak­ 
ing any contract whatever for the pres­ 
ent plant of lights on long time. We arc 
not the only city that is being agitated 
over this question. 
Chicago. Detroit, 
Minneapolis and other cities have been 
discussing the matter, and have reached 
a solution of it. In Minneapolis where 
one hundred and fifty dollars per light 
have been paid, it is found to be exorbi­ 
tant. The Journal of that city says: “It 
is a question which involves all the con­ 
siderations of 
economy for years to 
come;” and says that the cost can be re­ 
duced one-half. 
The dispatches from 
Detroit, Mich., inform us that “ that city 
has for years been in the grasp of an 
electric monopoly. 
It jumped at once 
into the grasp of high price lighting.” 
And we are told that proper proceedings 
have been taken by the city council, and 
now the city is lighted for one-balf the 
former cost. In Chicago an electric light 
plant is being run at a cost of $50 per 
light per year, or fourteen cents per 
night per light. 
Why and how was this 
brought about! 
Simply because they 
found out they were being “ roasted” by 
the electric light companies, and an in­ 
vestigation followed which resulted in 
tba cities nutting in its own lights. 
In 
all these cities it will not he long before 
the streets will be lighted by plants own­ 
ed by the cities themselves, at a saving 
of many thousands of dollars. 
Will lho 
City of Brainerd “go and do likewise,” 
or will it madly rush into the hungry, 
greedy grasp of a monopolist? 
Let the 
city wait until next spring and then take 
the two hundred horse power at the dam, 
put in its own electric light plant and 
make its own light. If lights can be pro­ 
duced for $50 in Minneapolis they can be 
here, and the city will be saved the neat 
little sum of $4,700 per year. 
Will the 
council do its duty? We believe it will.

Many test pits have already 
been sunk 4(3 feet and disclose rich 
veins of gold 
in rotten quartz, 
which the assay proves of very high 
grade. 
For six months Dr. Kemp* 
ster’s partner to the secret has 
been operating the tests pits and 
taking out large quantities of ore, 
which is now awaiting crushers. 
And to preserve the seeiet, and 
purchase at fair rates adjoining 
property, a force of negroes has 
been employed and not allowed to 
leave the premises, provisions be­ 
ing brought to them. 
Dr. Keinp- 
ster exhibited a bottle of fresh 
nuggets of gold 
taken from the 
mine. 
Senator Sawyer has offered 
to put big money in the find, and 
the two, with the senator’s family, 
left for Washington today. 
The 
doctor declares it is no ignis fatnus, 
but a living reality. 
There are 
millions in it, aud he is greatly ex­ 
cited over the matter. 
The mining 
work has been in progress since 
last May, and samples of the ore 
have been sent to the mint at 
Philadelphia, where 
thev 
were 
pronounced high grade. 
The mine 
is a fissure about three quarters of 
a mile long, and shafts have been 
sunk every 60 feet, some of them 
50 feet deep. 
The veins is said to 
be wider and richer as the shaft 
increases in depth. 
Dr. Kerapster 
personally washed out with a skillet 
nuggets of pure gold as large as 
cherries.

Electric Lights. 


E d it o r s D is p a t c h : 
AU are agreed that the afreets in the 
business portion of our city aught to be 
lighted. How, by whom, sad at what 
expense shall this be done? These are 
questions that ought to be answered, not 
hastily, hut after a thorough investiga­ 
tion of the whole subject. This matter 
should be disposed of upon business and 
economic principles. It reMs with the 
city council to say, ultimately, what shall 
be done; but they ought not to loose 
sight of the fact that the withes of their 
constituents—the people--8houl;l be, at 
least, considered, if not acted upon. 
If our aldermen fail to do their duty in 
thia respect, and ignore and repudiate the 
demands of the people, they become mis- 
representatives, and ought, in turn, to tie 
repudiated and their acts ignored. When 
a threatened danger is pointed out to this 
honorable body of men, each should act 
upon his own honest convictions of right 
and dare to do the right. And we believe 
that our city council is made up of men 
who, when they rightly understand the 
question under consideration, will not go 
very far astray. 
We do not believe that 
these honorable gentlemen have so much 
of love and admiration for any one man 
that, as, against the wishes and earnest 
protests of the people, they can be led 
into doing the city an irreparable wrong. 
Neither do we believe ‘bat they will look 
upon us as a “ crank” or a “ kicker,” as 
will those whose corns we may happen to 
tread upon, because we take the liberty 
of trying to point out to them wherein 
the danger lies in connection with the 
lighting of the streets ol our city. It is 
for this purpose alone that we write ibis 
letter. We don’t like to see the council 
make so grave a mistake as to pile upon 
this city an onerous debt for lights wnen 
it can be avoided. 
We can have all the 
lights we may wish for at less than one 
half the price Asked for the present plant 
of electric lights, lf this is true, ought 
not the saving to I** made! Is it right to 
pay double what lights can be produced 
for, simply to please the fancy, or whim, 
or caprice of a Jew interested parties! 
Look at the contract w hich was attempted 
lo lie worked through the council at its 
last session. It was enough to make an 
honest man blush with shame to even 
listen to it. 
One hundred and forty-four 
dollars per light— seven thousand two 
hundred dollars for fifty ]ighu--per 
year! Is there no danger when men dare 
to even approach the council with such a 
monstrous pioposition! 
Think of it! 
How much would this amount to tor the 
twenty years franchise! Only $144,000. 
Then add to this the cost of fifty more 
lights for the same time, and we have 
a total ot over $250,000,--a cool quarter 
of a million--for illuminating the streets 
of the city for twenty years! Is there no 
danger! 
And ought not the council 
to move 
cautiously 
in 
this matter! 
Happily 
for tbs interests of our city 
they have not, as vet, been hurried, aud 
the people are to be congratulated. The 
coast is clear, and we are safe. 
But it is 
said the lights have been put in and 
ought to be paid for. Who asked to have 
them put in! Did the people! Certainly 
Dot. Then why should we pay for them! 
They can be taken out and nobody will 
be displeased. 
Ii is far better that they 
should be than that this city oe compel! 
ed to pay the price asked for them. 
We 
are in receipt of a letter from a party in 
Minneapolis in which, in speaking of 
electric lights, he says, “ in their present 
imperfect state electric lights are dear at 
any price upon a longconiract They are 
in their infancy, and great improvements 
must follow.” 
What then will be the 
condition of things if the city contracts 
for the present plant, when the improv­ 
ed lights are brought forward! We can’t 
have the improved but must use the 
lights we agreed to take. 
Speaking of 
this subject the Minneapolis Filar-New* 
•ays: “ But however this may be, the 
mayor is right in waving that it would 
be foolish for the city to luvest any 
money at present in an illuminating 
plant. 
Experiments are now going on in 
Pittsburg which premise to demonstrate 
that a good fuel gas can be made from 
coal at a cost of from two to four cents 
per 1000 feet, and that In the process of 
manufacture enough waste heat can be 
utilized to produce sufficient electricity 
to light the entire city. If these experi­ 
ments prove successful, as they bid fair 
to, a city could be entirely heated and 
lighted, and enough heat supplied for 
ail cooking operations, at a less cost than 
would now be required for illumination 
alone. 
If the city is to invest any money 
it should wait for the outcome of these 
experim< nts and the perfection of im­ 
proved processes in electric lightning 
that are now under way.” 
I bis reason 
alone should keep the council from mak­ 
ing any contract whatever for the pres­ 
ent plant of lights on long time. We are 
not the only city that is being agitated 
over this question. 
Chicago, Detroit, 
Minneapolis and other cities have been 
discussing the matter, and have reached 
a solution of it. In Minneapolis where 
one hundred and fifty dollars per light 
have been paid, it ie found to be exorbi­ 
tant. 
The Journal of that city says: ‘‘It 
is a question which involves all tile con­ 
siderations of 
economy for years to 
come;” and says that the cost can be re­ 
duced one-half. 
The dispatches from 
Detroit, Mich., inform us that “ that city 
has for years been in the grasp of an 
electric monopoly. 
It jumped at once 
into the grasp of high price lighting.” 
And we are told that proper proceedings 
have been taken by the city council, and 
now the city is lighted for one-half the 
former cost. In Chicago an electric light 
plant is being run at a cost of $50 per 
light per year, or fourteen cents per 
night per light. 
Why and how was this 
brought about! 
Simply because they 
found out they were being “ roasted” by 
the electric light companies, and an in­ 
vestigation followed which resulted in 
thy cities putting in its own lights. 
In 
all these cities it will not be long before 
the streets will be lighted by plants own­ 
ed by the cities themselves, at a saving 
of many thousands of dollars. 
Will tho 
City of Brainerd “go and do likewise,” 
or will it madly rush into the hungry, 
greedy grasp of a monopolist? 
Let the 
city wait until next spring and then take 
the two hundred horse power at the dam, 
put in its own electric light plant and 
make its own light. If lights can be pro­ 
duced for $60 in Minneapolis they can be 
here, and the city will be saved the neat 
little sum of $4,700 per year. 
Will the 
council do its duty! We believe it will.

M ou n t Tacom a. 


A m erican Magazine. 
There is a certain unequaled maj­ 
esty in the lofty ranges of the Rocky 
mountains of Colorado. 
In Alaska 
are mountain views of 
matchless 
beauty. Shasta, Hood, Adams, St. 
Helens, and Baker are stately peaks 
which excites the admiration of every 
beholder, but this view of Tacoma is 
entirely unique and has a savage 
grandeur all its own. For many min­ 
utes we gaze in amazement upon the 
combined scene ere we care to exam­ 
ine it in detail. 
We stand upon the 
brink oi a cliff of naked rock, bare of 
vegetation, grim and stern, extending 
down almost perpendicularly 2 , 5 0 0 
feet. The opposite wall slopes steeply 
up, covered with aden&egrowthof for­ 
est trees. 
In the bottom of the gorge 
swiftly flow the turbid waters of the 
north fork ol the Puyallup River. The 
stream is fifty feet in width, but in 
tnat abysmal depth it looks to be but 
a puling brook. Mountain eagles dart 
through tho air to and from their 
nests upon the crags. 
Looking to­ 
ward the West the canon stretches 
away for miles, down which the river 
winds its way, glinting in the sunlight 
like a little stream of molten silver. 
Turning and looking to the east you 
see that the canon abruptly termi­ 
nates two mfles away, where sits the 
mighty mass of Mount Tacoma. From 
the Some of the mountain extend 
two great arms or ridges of basaltic 
rock capped with sharp peaks. Down 
their sides run vertical columns term­ 
ing numerous gorges, which ore filled 
with snow and ice. From these gorges 
run many streams, little mountain 
torrents up there, but as they rush 
down rivulet unites rivulet, stream 
mingles with stream, until three foam­ 
ing cascades plunge into a great basin. 
Out of this basin flows a large stream, 
which soon leaps into a narrow gorge 
of rock and disappears, but the breeze 
bears to our ears in swelling tTotes tbe 
roar of its numerous cataracts—this 
is Lost River.

The W e igh t of a Fly. 
James Spencer of Chattanooga hit on 
a novel way to get at the approxi­ 
mate weight of a fly. 
His store is 
greatly pestered with flies, and he re­ 
cently brought into use the patent fly 
E 
aper. 
He put out 21 of these sheets, 
eing 12 by 28 inches each, covering a 
surface of 336 square inches. 
In the 
evening, when the papers were filled, 
he took them up to destroy them and 
noticed the increased weight, and, 
struck with curiosity, he put the pa­ 
pers with their load of flies in a pair 
of scale*, and tound that the 21 
weighed exactly 7 pounds. 
He then 
weighed 21 sheets without the flies,, 
and found that they weighed4 pounds 
and 4 ounces. 
Thus on the 21 pa­ 
pers there were 44 ounces or 2 pounds 
and 12 ounces of flies. 
This number 
of flies is probably taken two or three 
times a day. 
“Now it you want to 
know how much a fly weighs,” says 
Mr. Spencer, “you will find there is 
an average of 20 flies to the square 
inch on the paf er. 
On one paper, 
therefore, which has 336 square inch­ 
es, you have 6,720 flies, aud on the 
whole 21 sheets there are 141,120 flies; 
therefore, if 141,120 flies weigh 44 
ounces how much does one fly weigh? 
It is a simple calculation, and thow 
who have a curiosity to know can 
quickly tied it out/'

Mount Tacoma. 
American Magazine. 
There is a certain unequaled maj­ 
esty in the lofty ranges of the Rocky 
mountains of Colorado. 
In Alaska 
are mountain views of 
matchless 
beauty. 
Shasta, Hood, Adams, St. 
Helens, and Baker are stately peaks 
which excites the admiration of every 
beholder, but this view of Tacoma is 
entirely unique and has a savage 
grandeur all its own. 
For many min­ 
utes we gaze in amazement upon the 
combined scene ere we care to exam­ 
ine it in detail. 
We stand upon the 
brink of a cliff of naked rock, bare of 
vegetation, grim and stern, extending 
down almost perpendicularly 2,500 
feet. The opposite wall slopes steeply 
up, covered with adensegrowth of for­ 
est trees. 
In the bottom of the gorge 
swiftly flow the turbid waters of the 
north fork of the Puyallup Rivet . The 
stream is fifty feet in width, but in 
tn a t abysmal depth it looks to be but 
a puling brook. Mountain eagles d a rt 
through tho air to and from their 
nests upon the crags. 
Looking to ­ 
ward the West the canon stretches 
away for miles, down which the river 
winds its way, glinting in the sunlight 
like a little stream of molten silver. 
Turning and looking to the cast you 
see th a t the canon abruptly termi­ 
nates two miles away, where sits the 
mighty mass of Mount Tacoma. From 
the Some of the m ountain extend 
two great arms or ridges of basaltic 
rock capped with sharp peaks. Down 
their sides run vertical columns form­ 
ing numerous gorges, which are filled 
with snow and ice. From these gorges 
run many streams, little mountain 
torrents up there, but as they rush 
down rivulet unites rivulet, stream 
mingles with stream, until three foam­ 
ing cascades plunge into a great basin. 
Out of this basin flows a large stream, 
which soon leaps into a narrow gorge 
of rock and disappears, but the breeze 
bears to our ears in swelling iTotes the 
roar of its numerous cataracts—this 
is Lost River.

The W eight of a Fly. 
James Spencer of Chattanooga hit on 
a novel way to get at the approxi­ 
mate weight of a fly. 
His store is 
greatly pestered with flies, and he re­ 
cently brought into use the patent fly 
paper. 
He put out 21 of these sheets. 
being 12 by 28 inches each, covering a 
surface of 336 square inches. 
In the 
evening, when the papers were filled. 
he took them up to destroy them and 
noticed the increased weight, and, 
struck with curiosity, he put the pa­ 
pers with their load of flies in a pair 
of scales, and found that the 21 
weighed exactly 7 pounds. 
He then 
weighed 21 sheets without the flies, 
and found that they weighed 4 pounds 
and 4 ounces. 
Thus on the ^-1 pa­ 
pers there were 44 ounces or 2 pounds 
and 12 ounces of flies. 
This number 
of flies is probably taken two or three 
times a day. 
“Now it you want to 
know how much a fly weighs, 
says 
Mr. Spencer, “you will find there is 
an average of 20 flies to tbe square 
inch on the paper. 
On one papier, 
therefore, which has 336 square inch­ 
es, you have 6,720 flies, and on the 
whole 21 sheets there are 141,120 flies; 
therefore, if 141,120 flies weigh 44 
ounces how much does one fly weigh?

Tales of Forrest. 
The following interesting incident in 
the army life of Gen. Bedford Forrest 
were witnessed by an eye-witness, and 
now for the first time published; 
In December, 18H2, Gen N. B. For­ 
rest crossed the Tennessee river and 
made a raid through west Tennessee, 
which portion of the State was forti­ 
fied in many (daces, all of which were 
who * strongly garrisoned. 
While making a

W hether the schooi-room is tlie 
proper place to teach temperance or not 
is, with me, a question.

text-book the sober, temperate life of the 
parent. 
But the law requires that such 
instructions shall be given in the schools, 
and, if any good to the yonng can be se­ 
cured thereby, I trust that teachers and 
school officers will do their duty in-the 
premises. 
The question arises, what 
books shall be used? To this there is, in 
this slate, under the recent ruiiogs of the 
attorney general, out one answer 
He 
has decided that those books which were 
recommeuded by the state commissioners j 
arc to be used. 
Complying with the re­ 
quirements of the law, arraugraeols have i 
therefore been made with the county 
agent, H. J. Spencer &> Co., to keep these j 
books on sale. 
I presume the only book j 
that will be needed at present, in the j 
country schools of this county, is the first - 
of the series, namely,—“ Sm ith’s Pnm er 
of Physiology and Hygiene,” which can 
be had at the above agency.

SHOULD BE CHANGED. 
The govern ment reservoirs on 
the upper Mississippi were closed 
the first of the month, and last 
week the water in the riyer at this 
place fell very rapidly, and is now, 
apparently, lower than ever before. 
W hen none of the water powers 
north of Minneapolis were improv­ 
ed, there was little interest taken 
by our people in the way the g o v ­ 
ernment 
engineer controlled the 
flow of the water in the Mississippi 
but now that manufacturing inter­ 
ests are soon to be effected by the 
volume of water in the river, it is 
certainly wise to begin agitating 
the subject of getting a more fa­ 
vorable control of the government 
reservoirs. 
A united effort of the 
people of the cities along the Miss* 
isssippi north of Minneapolis, will 
result in changing the policy of 
the men who control these reser­ 
voirs. 
It the reservoirs continue 
to be changed exclusively in the 
interests of a lew steamboat men 
svho run boats below St. Paul, the 
cities of St. (.'loud. Little Falls and 
Brainerd will suffer greatly; but if 
the management could be so chang­ 
ed that the water supply would be 
kept at nearly the same volume the 
whole year, it would be of valua­ 
ble advantage to the cities above 
named. 
This matter should not 
be delayed until the water is uced­ 
ed, but united action must be tak­ 
en at once to get the government 
reservoirs in the hands of officials

To Teachers and School Officers. 
The law which requires that “ physiol­ 
ogy and hygiene, with special reference 
to the effects of stimulant* and narcotics 
upon the human system,” shall be taught 
iii our schools, goes into effect January 
1st. 
Whether the schoolroom is the 
proper place to teach temperance or not 
is, with me, a question, 
ll strikes me 
that the best place to instruct the young 
in temperance ethics is the home, the 
best teacher the parent, and the best 
text-book the sober, temperate life of the 
parent. 
But the law requires that such 
instructions shall be given in the schools, 
and, if any good lo the young can be se­ 
cured thereby, I trust that teachers and 
school officers w ill do their duty la-the 
premises. 
The question arises, what 
books shall be used? To this there is, In 
this state, under the recent rulings of the 
attorney general, out one answer 
He 
has decided that those books which were 
recommended by the state commissioners 
are to be used. 
Complying with the re­ 
quirements of the law, arraugrncnts have 
therefore been made with the county 
agent, H. J. Spencer 
Co., to keep these 
books on sale. 
I presume the only book 
that will be needed al present, in the 
country schools of this county, is the first 
of the series, namely,—“ Sm ith’s Pinner 
of Physiology aud Hygiene,” which can 
be had at the above agency. 
Let leachers 
remember this and use no other. 
It will 
be well for teachers and school officers to 
bear this law in mind, as a failure to 
comply with the law’ works a forfeiture 
of the apportionment of the current 
school fund.

SHOULD BE CHANGED. 
The government reservoirs on 
the upper Mississippi were closed 
the first of the month, and last 
week the water in the river at this 
place fell very rapidly, and is now, 
apparently, lower than ever before. 
When none of the water powers 
north of Minneapolis were improv­ 
ed, there was little interest taken 
by our people in the way the gov­ 
ernment 
engineer controlled the 
flow of the water in the Mississippi 
but now that manufacturing inter­ 
ests are soon to be effected by the 
volume of water in the river, it is 
certainly wise to begin agitating 
the subject of getting a more fa­ 
vorable control of the government 
reservoirs. 
A united effort of the 
people of the cities along the Miss- 
isssippi north of Minneapolis, will 
result in changing the policy of 
the men who control these reser­ 
voirs. 
It the reservoirs continue 
to he changed exclusively in the 
interests of a few steamboat men 
who run boats below St. Paul, the 
cities of St. ('loud. Little Falls and 
Brainerd will suffer greatly; but if 
the management could be so chang­ 
ed that the water supply would be 
kept at nearly Hie same volume the 
whole year, it would be of valua­ 
ble advantage to the cities above 
named. 
This matter should not 
be delayed until the water is need­ 
ed, but united action must be tak­ 
en at once to get the government 
reservoirs iii the hands of officials 
wtjo 
appreciate the rights and 
needs of the interests along the 
upper 
Mississippi.— Little 
Falls
